2 outer jacket and an inner conductor projecting from the respective 

3 jacket, a connector assembly comprising: 

4 a tubular plug housing extending along a respective 

5 longitudinal axis and formed with a radially inwardly projecting 
€ bead forming an axially outwardly directed shoulder and, axially 

7 outward from the bead, a radially enlarged region; 

8 a contact plug in the plug housing and formed with 

9 a pin projecting axially inward from the respective 

10 bead and bearing axially outward on the 

11 respective bead, 

12 a pair of hooks axially outward of the respective 

13 bead and bearing axially inward on the shoulder 
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14 thereof, whereby the hooks lock the contact 

15 plug in the plug housing, and 

16 a crimp connector axially outward o£ the respective 

17 bead and gripping the conductor of one of the 

18 cables; 

19 a seal in the radially enlarged region of the plug 

20 housing and bearing radially inward on the jacket of the one cable 

21 whose conductor is gripped by the crimp connector of the contact 

22 plug; 

23 a tubular socket housing extending along a respective 

24 longitudinal axis and formed with a radially inwardly projecting 

25 bead forming an axially outwardly directed shoulder and, axially 

26 outward from the respective bead, a radially enlarged region; 

27 a contact socket in the socket housing and formed with 

28 a sleeve projecting axially inward from the 

29 respective bead and bearing axially outward on 

30 the respective bead, 

31 a pair of hooks axially outward of the respective 

32 bead and bearing axially inward on the shoulder 

33 thereof, whereby the hooks lock the contact 

34 socket in the socket housing, and 

35 a criiqp connector axially outward of the respective 

36 bead and gripping the conductor of the other of 

37 the cables; 

38 a seal in the radially enlarged region of the socket 

39 housing and bearing radially inward on the jacket of the other 
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40 cable whose conductor is gripped hy the crimp connector o£ the 

41 contact socket, the socket housing and the plug housing being 

42 fittable axially together with the cables extending axially 

43 oppositely away from each other and with the pin of the contact 

^4 plug fitted snugly inside the sleeve of the socket housing, one of
